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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed November 17, 2005 
are not persuasive. For example: Applicant states that Shiratori teaches a window-detecting unit, by itself, does not constitute a motivation 
for one of ordinary skilled in the art to combine Shiratori with Ling. In response, based on one of the requirement of 35 USC 103 
obviousness rejection, the motivation needs to come from either the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one 
of ordinary skilled in the art to modify the references. In the instant case, the motivation is provided based on the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skilled in the art. Secondly, applicant argues that the references discloses a server side application and 
dicusses various issues on vendor's server, however the claims do - : not pose any limits and simply refers to a computer. As such, 
arguments are considered non-persuasive and the rejection is maintained.
